The Postoffice Department, how- 
e\er, under terms of Mr. Burle­ 
son’s order, retains a measure of 
control of the service, pending final 
legislative action by congress. 
Regulations prohibiting discrimi­ 
nation against wire employes be­ 
cause of union affiliations, main­ 
taining existing rates and charges 
and instructing, companies to keep 
special accounts to facilitate cost 
settlement between themselves and 
the government, are retained in ef­ 
fect under the order issued by the 
postmaster general. 
Mr. 
Burleson 
accompanied 
the 
order with a statement giving the 
reasons which impelled him to tak*% 
the action. 
He asserted that the 
president having recommended the 
return of the properties, the sen­ 
ate interstate commerce committee 
having 
indicated 
that 
Immediate 
return was advisable and the house 
committ having, through hearings, 
mainfested a desire for action to­ 
wer that end. he felt it his duty 
to return control to the various 
private owners.

THE INDIAN CAME 


OF BAIL OR TOLIN 


For 
three 
hundred 
years, 
and 
perhaps more, the Indians of Amer­ 
ica have indulged in the game of 
ball— Tolik, as it is known—tho 
basic features of which have prac­ 
tically remained the same, and in 
the mutations of time only slight 
changes have occurred and 
those 
changes caused by the passing of 
the red 
man from savagery into 
civilization. 
How’ever. 
slight 
changes 
have 
been made in the game of Tolik in 
the last hundred years. 
It is still 
the amusement of the full bloods, 
whether Creek, Seminole, Choctaw 
or Chickasaw’, and when played by 
him represents, as nearly as possi­ 
ble. the exact conditions of a hun­ 
dred years ago. 
He glories still in 
the achievements of his ancestors. 
The ways of the white man appeal 
to him only so far as they do no 
dishonor or disgrace to his Indian 
blood. 
The white man’s game of ball is, 
to him, a very mild 
and 
tame 
a rn u s e m e n t. 
Physical prowess, 
astuteness, 
fleetness of foot, 
en­ 
durance and bravery are all com­ 
bined in Tolik and are his natural 
propensities. 
He feels no pleasure 
in the jibes and jeers of the “root­ 
ers” on rhe "bleachers.” ’ Sport to 
be enjoyable to him must possess 
the elements of physical endurance 
and danger. 
The changed conditions of the In­ 
dians social and 
communial 
life 
(have necessarily wrought change in 
his amusements. 
He has so per­ 
fectly merged into the busy, hustling 
activities of his environment that, 
in a large measure,* he has come to 
enjoy the ways and habits of his 
conqueror. 
He is no longer the 
(hunter, the warrior or the savage 
that so many writers picture him-— 
rather; however, a man of quiet 
ways, splendid personal appearance, 
domestic tastes, high and honora­ 
ble ideals of life and .government. 
However, he still feels occasionally 
the call of the wild, and at such 
times he enjoys the pastime that his 
ancestors looked upon as a most 
complete sport. 
Formerly eleven points or more 
were .played—a point representing 
the touching of the opponents’ goal 
by the ball; today usually six points 
only are played.

NEW YORK. June 6 —Manufac­ 
turers ani union labor leaders all 
over the United States are said to 
be watching with interest and sym­ 
pathy the experiment iii industrial 
democracy which is now being con­ 
ducted iii five cities— Fort Wayne, 
Ind.; Shelton, Conn.. Cleveland. O., 
Paterson. N. J., and Brooklyn, N. 
Y.. and which, it is believed by 
some of them will scotch if it does 
not 
prevent 
Bolshevism in indus­ 
trial centers where it is put into ef­ 
fect. 
The originator of the plan. John 
Leitch. ail efficiency engineer, start­ 
ed it among 300 employes of a Ft. 
Wayne piano factory. 
Its basis was 
the 
Constitution 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
The factory was adminis­ 
tered by a Senate, a House of Rep­ 
resentatives and a cabinet corres­ 
ponding to the aids ana advisors of 
the President. 
Its success is said to 
hay** been immediate and perma­ 
nent. 
Yale University, the Nation­ 
al Council of Defense and the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufacturers 
are said to be a few of the bodies 
tTiat are investigating me merits of 
the plan. 
B. Edmund David, head of a silk 
manufacturing corporation in Pater­ 
son.

Its capstone was ser­ 
vice. This policy, as the supreme 
law of the establishment, has never 
failed to suggest a solution when 
troublesome questions arise.” 
In proof of the system’s prac­ 
ticability 
Mr. 
David 
pointed 
out 
that last winter, when almost every 
other 
silk 
mill in 
Paterson 
was 
closed as the result of a strike, 
the David mill was not 
affected 
hut maintained full production and 
was kept in continuous operation 
as by members of one contented 
and harmonious family. 
Explaining the operation of the 
plan Mr. David said the Cabinet 
consists of the executive officers 
of the company chosen by the di­ 
rectors of the corporation. It has 
the power of veto and may initiate 
■‘legislation” as w'ell as make sug­ 
gestions to the Senate and House. 
Neither the Senate or House are 
obligated to adopt the Cabinet's re­ 
commendations and when they do 
they 
have 
the

them. The Cabinet, therefore, in­ 
stead of issuing orders, is merely

Chickasaw nation died at his home 
in

He arose ea rly in 
the morning feeling fine. and while 
building a fire fell over and ex­

Governor Guy was one of the in­ 
teresting pioneers of the old 
In­ 
dian territory days and a hero of 
the Civil war.

the cid Boggy depot in the Chicka- I 
saw' nation, in 1845. 
At the out­ 
break of the Civil war in 1861. he 
was a young lad attending school 
at Holly Springs. Miss., and imme­

Mississippi— Barksdale 
brig­ 
ade, Longstreel’s division, army of 
Northern Virginia. 
At the battle

w'as in the trenches at Cold Har­ 
bor fighting Grant. For four (lays 
he fought there, during which time 
Grant lost 
10.000 men without a 
foot advantage. 
After the Civil war Mr. Guy was 
elected governor of the Chickasaw 
nation and served during notable 
days.

He could have been rich, but died

EGYPTIANS INSIST 


ON INDEPENDENCE 


PAJRIS, May 5. (Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)— A state­ 
ment. concerning the present disor­ 
ders in Egypt, explaining the situa- 
ation from 
the viewpoint of j^he 
agitators, has been given to The 
Associated 
Press 
by 
Mohamed 
Mohmoud Pasha, a member of an 
Egyptian 
delegation 
of 
twenty 
w hich is here to ask the Peace Con-i 
ference to recognize the indepen­ 
dence of Egypt. 
Mohamed Moh­ 
moud Pasha was at one time gover­ 
nor of the Suez Canal and later 
governor of the province of Behei­ 
ra. 
He with three other leaders of 
his 
party 
were deported 
recently 
to Malta but were released after a 
month and came on to Paris, 
His j 
statement follows. 
"The 
political 
status of 
Egypt 
underwent a great change, owing 
to 
the war. 
International 
rela- j 
tions 
between 
Egypt 
and 
other 
countries must be rearranged, and 
the British protectorate which was 
proclaimed at the beginning of the 
war and which has never been ac­ 
cepted by the Egyptian people, wras 
a war measure and cannot stand 
after the termination of the war. 
“ All these questions which ema­ 
nated 
from the wTar can be set­ 
tled by the Peace Conference only, 
and 
a 
proper 
settlement 
necessi­ 
tates the hearing of Egypt’s voice 
therein. 
For 
these 
reasons 
the 
Egyptian 
delegation 
was 
empow­ 
ered by means of mandates from 
all classes of the Egyptian people 
to come to Paris, plead the cause 
of their country before the Peace 
Conference, and request therefrom 
Hie recognition 
of 
the 
indepen­ 
dence of Egypt. 
"But 
the 
delegation 
was 
pre­ 
vented 
by 
the British authorities
